FOREST FIRE RAGING IN 3 STATES 
Shoots Williams Wife 


Who Is In a Critical 
Codition At Hospital 


William O. Williams was shot and al- 


most instantly killed, Mrs. W. O. Williams, 
•was seriously wounded by Ben C.. Coleman, 
State License Inspector and well known 
Danville man, who then committed suicide 
at the home of Mrs. W. O. Strange, where all 
resided, shortly after 2 o'clock this after- 
noon. The tragedy took place on the first 
floor of the Strange home while several 
members of the Strange household were eat- 
ing dinner. Half a dozen shots rang out and 
Williams and Mrs. Williams were seen to 
fall. 


Coleman then walked up stairs to his 


own room and blew out his own brains. This 
discovery was not made until the police and 
newspaper reporters hastening to the house 
arrived to make an enquiry. 


Mrs. 
Williams was rushed to the Gen 


eral Hospital where her condition is consid- 
ered grave. 
It was readily discovered that 


Williams was dead by one of three or more 
shots which struck his body. Nobody heard 
the shot which killed Coleman and for that 
reason when a casual glance in his room re- 
vealed nothing it was thought he had gone 
to the courthouse and surrendered.

MOOREHAVEN, Fla., 
Oct. 
10.— 


Moorehaven early today remaned In- 
undated while the state government 
was rushing dredges here to help a 
volunteer army of' citizens plug the 
big gaps in the dykes surrounding this 
town which yesterday failed to stand 
the onslaught of swirling waters from 
Lake Okeechobee during a high gale. 


A sudden lull in the wind during 


the night saved the town from further 
disaster and early 
today, 
although 


gale warnings have been posted on 
the tvst coast of Florida, the wind has 
not resumed gale velocity. 


A steady stream of rural residents 


were arriving 
here 
today 
making 


their entrance into the city via the 
banks of a canal as all roads and 
bridges have been reported 
washed 


away. 
They brought along part of 


their livestock. 
However, they re- 


ported crop and livestock losses would 
be exceedingly heavy. 


All high buildings In the city were 


reported filled with refugees from the 
lowlands outside the city. They fur- 
ther reported that the entire section 
was un<J6r water. 


Water was reported 3 feet deep In 


some parts of Mooreha\ en last night. 
There was a stiff breeze from the lake 
and a 
swift 
stream 
was 
passing 


through the city into the countryside. 
All stores and many residences have 
been damaged by the flood 


Municipal authorities declared that 


so far tere had been no reported loss 
of life. 
Communication with 
the 
outside 


world 
has 
remained 
intact. 
The 


dredge Panama and a smaller dredge 
have been ordered here to aid In 
mending the breastworks built sev- 
eral years ago by the state to protect 
the city from the 
waters of Lake 


Okeecho-bee. The dyke system is ap- 
proximately 30 miles in length. 


The negro section of the city was 


completely inundated, this part of the 
town's population being provided with 
shelter in packing houses. 


The gale started churning the lake 


Into a fury shortly after 
midnight 


Tuesday. Four hours later the dykes 
whowed 
signs 
of 
weakening. 
An 


alarm was given. F. W. Nolle, a mem- 
ber of the staff of The Democrat, a 
local newspaper, related today 
the 


fight made to save the city from the 
fiood by a small band of citizens. 


Hampered by high winds and heavy 


sprays from the lake, the army fought 
with sandbags, filling in broken places' 
in the dykes. Shortly before 
day- 


break, citizens, Nolle said, 
believed 


they had conquered the swirling wa- 
ters. 
Th3 wind's velocity Increased 


and the dykes began 
to crumple 


With 
sandbags, 
Nolte 
said, 
they 


charged and recharged the onnushing 
wate but in vain. 


The breaks in the dykes continued. 


Nolte stated, became too numerous 
and too gaping. 
"Water began to 


pour into the city and the volunteers 
had to scramble to safety. 
He de- 


scribed many narrow secapes. 


The lake was nineteen feet dr-ep 


according to last soundings taken be- 
fore the gale.

PORTLAND, Ore., Oct. 9—The A. 
F. I*, today decided against a for- 
mation of political party. Tho con- 
vention on roll call uphold the resolu- 
tions committee which hud reported 
against four associations which pro, 
posed that labor form a. separate 
party. 


The resolutions committee report 
was followed by lengthy addresses by 
delegates, one of whom, Max S. Hayes, 
of Cleveland, making a plea for the 
adoption of at least one of the resolu- 
tions for a political party. He said 
It was necessary for labor organiza- 
tions to safegruard themselves with 
political power. 


John J. Doyle of the painters' un- 


ion argued against formation of a 
political party. He said 
the 
"blue 
shirt" faction of Foster and Dunne 
was trying to scare labor into poll, 
tics.The convention endorsed the exe- 
cutive council's declaration against 
the Sherman anti-trust law, the Clay- 
ton law and tho law creating the 
federal trade commission. It charged 
that the Sherman law originally in. 
tended to exempt labor organizations 
had been so construed that Indus- 
trial combinations which were orig- 
inaly the object of attack by the law 
have escaped and the law has been 
turned against organized labor. The 
report stated that legislation to take 
th" rtlace of this measure would be

third reading.

Stresemann's second coalition depends 
on acceptance of the measure and as 
211 supporting votes are required for 
litial sanction, the government leaders 
today decided it was imperative that 
the coalition parties be represented 
at tomorrow's session in full strength 
as even then the measure would com- 
mand a majority of only twenty.
